1 . This action in responsive to tine communication filed on Aug. 4, 2008. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 21, 23, 24, 25, 27-29 are allowed. 



The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention is directed to a network switching device/processor comprising: a 
crypto system; an alignment buffer to receive header data and ciphered data from 
the crypto system; a switch fabric having a plurality of transmit buffer elements to 
receive data from the alignment buffer, wherein the alignment buffer provides data to 
the switch fabric in blocks having a predetermined size, wherein the crypto system 
comprises a plurality of crypto unit processing context and the alignment buffer 
comprises a number of buffer element equal to a number of processing contexts, 
wherein the plurality of processing contexts are configured to process at least one data 
packet at a time and to store cipher keys and algorithm context associated with 
processing the at least one data packet. The art on record, taken either singly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's independent 
claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 would 
be proper. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition 
for allowance as being novel and nonobvious over prior art.
